TO DISCUSS QUESTION OF POSSIBLE VISIT TO YUGOSLAVIA. 

THE FOLLOWING IS A MEMORANDUM OF THAT CONVERSATION. 

2. BEGIN QUOTE. (A) SECRETARY: I AM AFRAID I HAVE SOME 

BAD NEWS FOR YOU. WE UNDERSTAND THAT THE KRSKO NUCLEAR 
PLANT CONTRACT WILL NOT BE READY FOR SIGNING. THEREFORE, 

1 DO NOT PLAN TO STOP IN YUGOSLAVIA. I THINK IT IMPORTANT 
THAT WE POSTPONE OUR VISIT FOR A SIGNIFICANT EVENT. WE 
WILL LOOK FORWARD TO A MORE APPROPRIATE TIME, POSSIBLY 
A SPECIAL TRIP. I WANT TO ASSURE YOU THAT WE ARE VERY 
SORRY THAT THIS HAD HAPPENED. (B) AMBASSADOR : AS YOU 
KNOW, A GROUP HAS BEEN OVER HERE SINCE MONDAY TALKING WITH 
THE EXIM BANK. I UNDERSTAND THE TALKS WERE SUCCESSFUL 

AND ALL THAT IS LEFT IS FORMAL PROCEDURE. WE HAVE ALSO 
REACHED THE NECESSARY AGREEMENTS WITH THE COMMERCIAL BANKS 
—SPECIFICALLY. FIRST NATIONAL CITY BANK OF NEW YORK AND 
CITY BANK OF LONDON. HOWEVER, THERE ARE MANY TECHNICAL 
DETAILS, THOUSANDS OF PAGES I UNDERSTAND; AND OUR PEOPLE 
ARE WORKING HARD WITH THE WESTINGHOUSE PEOPLE TO FURNISH 
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EFFORT IS A TURNKEY, WE WILL PROBABLY NEED SEVERAL WEEKS 
TO COMPLETE THE WORK. (C) SECRETARY: HAVING BEEN 
A BUSINESSMAN MYSELF FOR 25 YEARS, I CAN ASSURE YOU 
THAT IT IS MOST IMPORTANT THAT ALL PARTIES COME TO AN 
AGREEABLE MEETING OF THE MINDS ON THIS CONTRACT. I 
WOULD NOT WANT THE PROSPECT OF OUR TRIP TO CAUSE ANYBODY 
TO TRY AND SPEED UP THIS PROCESS. (D) AMBASSADOR: AS 
YOU KNOW, MR. SECRETARY, I WAS A BUSINESSMAN MYSELF AND 
I COMPLETELY AGREE. HOWEVER, MY PEOPLE WERE EXPECTING 
YOU AND HAD MANY OTHER THINGS TO DISCUSS. THE PRIME 
MINISTER HAD HOPED TO MEET WITH YOU. WE ESTIMATE THAT 
THE CONTRACT WORK WILL BE FINISHED IN MAY, PERMITTING US 
TO SIGN THE AGREEMENT IN EARLY JUNE. (E) SECRETARY: 

I FIND IT VERY ENCOURAGING THAT WE WILL HAVE SOMETHING 
TANGIBLE IN JUNE. PLEASE TELL YOUR PEOPLE HOW MUCH 
I WILL MISS COMING TO YOUR COUNTRY AND PLEASE EMPHASIZE 
THAT THIS IS JUST A POSTPONEMENT. I AM VERY GLAD THAT 
YOUR RELATIONS WITH THE EXIM BANK ARE NOW IN GOOD SHAPE. 

I WILL BE MEETING WITH MR. CASEY NEXT WEEK AND WILL FOL- 
LOW UP WITH HIM. END QUOTE. KISSINGER 
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
